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Present claims 3, 6-14,17 and 18 relate to a product/method defined by 
reference to a desirable characteristic or property, namely "capable of 
interfering with the binding of amino acid residues at ..." or 
"specifically recognising. 

The claims cover all products/methods having this characteristic or 
property, whereas the application provides support within the meaning of 
Article 6 PCT and disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for none 
of such products/methods. In the present case, the claims so lack 
support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful 
search over the whole of the claimed scope is impossible.
